000. recently created to aid worthy 
students at the M assachusetts In ­ 
stitute of Technology In pay ing a 
larger « hare of the cost of tuition, 
thus providing means for greatly 
enlarged opportunities in seientlc 
and engineering education. 
Technology students 
during the 
present time pay $400 a y ear tui­ 
tion, less than half the cost of his 
education, while the remainder is 
contributed 
through 
endowment 
funds of the institute. 
As a com ­ 
prehensive experiment 
in 
educa­ 
tional financing, 
the fund is de­ 
signed to aid the student to pay 
more of the cost of his education,

‘‘Probation costs are but a small 
fraction of the cost of m ainten­ 
ance in Institutions, and the num ­ 
ber who succeed on probation is

The plan would save the tax­ 
payers’ money by eliminating of­ 
ficers’ time and equipment used 
In taking persons to jail, according 
to the association, and this Item 
is a considerable expense. 
It would also obtain the neces­ 
sary objectives without subjecting 
citizens to the humiliation and in­ 
convenience of physical arrest. 
A 
portion 
of the 
bail 
bond 
evils 
might be removed, the association 
believes, by issuing summons in­ 
stead of throwing malefactors In 
jail. 
“Strange Indeed 
th at we con­ 
tinue to rely on an enforcement 
procedure carved out of ft rural 
and lawless society hy our mediev­

forbearers, 
a 
procedure 
con­ 
fronted at that time only with m ur­ 
der, rape, treason, robbery, and a 
few other offenses,” declared the 
association.

T he w ar and the deflation th a t 
followed it left alm ost half of the 
w orld’s gold supply in A m erica’s 
lap. 
T his m ade possible an elab ­ 
orate A m erican credit stru ctu re in 
scale w ith an era of unprecedented 
in dustrial and com m ercial ex p an ­ 
sion. 
P o st-w a r A m erica w as eco­ 
nom ically h ealthy and industrially 
efficient. 
P o st-w ar 
E urope 
w as 
econom ically sick and industrially 
backw ard. 
And a w ar-racked E u ­ 
rope needed m ore goods and m a­ 
chines than she could herself p ro ­ 
duce. 


(2) T he autom obile industry. 
The m ass passion for autom o­ 
biles and th e m ass production of 
autom obiles a t a price th e m illions 
could pay was, perhaps, the g re a t­ 
est single dom estic facto r in the 
prosperity of the last decade. We 
w ere producing 5,000,000 cars a n n u ­ 
ally before the storm started. 
(3) The suburban building boom. 
W ith cities becom ing increasing­ 
ly unliveable centers, w ith realtors
